Problems Difficult to Solve.

Shortage of Competent Help Prob- 
ably Most Serious Draw- 
back Encountered. 



The vast problem which confronts the Employment 
Hnr<nu of tin* Department of I^iltor will be relieved 
from the consideration of at least one great industry 
Umnaikhivd Imtw breeding tad firing fir r h« * 
young men of the land who deserted it to answer 
i lie call to the colors will find their former occu- 
pation awaiting them upon their return to civil life; 
their employers smiling, and with open arms. 

It has liccn one of the few industries of the 
country which found itself unable to partially solve 
its lalmr problem by the employment of the feminine 
wartime substitute and which has therefore suf- 
fered acutely. 

The shortage of competent stable help, both on 
the tracks and at the sttxk farms throughout the 
land, first tx*oame apparent during the Mexican 
border trouble, when i mm tiers of young men. at- 
tracted by the recruiting posters which promised 
cavalry service in Mexico, submitted themselves for 

< vamiuatlon before the army medical men. Their 
physical fitness, a result of their outdoor life and 
regular living, made them desirable candidates, and 
they were quickly passed into tin* service. It is 
probable that there were fewer rejections from 
among the turf applicants than from any other vo- 
cation at that time. 

Shortly after the United States declared war 
against Germany racing’s labor problems became 
evident, for there wen* many more departures from 
i tie ranks of owners, trainers, jockeys, stable at- 
tendants known as rubbers, and exercising lads, 
whoso places it was found impossible to fill with 

• xjierienced substitutes— for the care of a thorough- 
bred may only be undertaken by one whose life 
has 1 m»« n devoted to its study. As the war pro- 
gress^ and the country’s call became more insist - 

< lit many trainers whose custom it had l>een only 
t<» supervise, doffed their fine clothes, donned over- 
alls and jumpers, rubl>ed and walked their horses, 
and tiedded stalls — that their charges might have 
proper care. Upon some was forced the care of 
horses whose trainers had gone into service. During 
the summer of 191K there were six positions open 
to every man who understood the care of a racing 
animal. 

Competition for the services of such became keen. 

. nd from the 1913 average of $30 per month, found 
and transportation, the wage scale rose to $45 to 
$50. and in some instances $00. with the alternative 
■ accepting the racing kitchen’s fare, or feeding 
themselves where they might choose, for an addi- 
tional $10 tier week. The eld rule which insisted 
that all attendants spend their nights at stable 
quarters was relaxed, and many sought and found 
.i few hours’ extra employment, either in other 
stables or in the near-by towns. The latter service 
worked a hardship on their racing employers, for 
some became undependable and unable to resist the 
temptations of city life. When they failed to ap- 
pear for the day’s duties, owners and trainers weie 

• •impelled to substitute, or prevail, with monetary 
inducement, uism their more faithful employes to 
assume tie* extra labor. The pre-war arrangement 
which saw each rubber care for two horses became 
impracticable and it was only through the medium 
<.f increased wages the necessary service was gained. 

Exercising lads, who. in 1910 sought employment 
i. $30 to $35 per month and who had been rejected 
from military service because of their diminutive 
size, found themselves capable of demanding from 
$75 to $100 per month, and were so eagerly sought 
: ; t the latter figure, finally, that many refused 
contract employment. Instead, they stood about 
the rails during the morning hours and made dailv 
engagements with the harried horsemen, the fi- 
nancial results of which proved their wisdom. 

The number of valets, or jocyer attendants, was 
depleted by more than half their 1913 figure — though 
those who remained received comparatively slight 
financial advancement. 

BREEDERS HARD HIT. 

Breeders, congregating at the yearling sales rings, 
voiced similar difficulties in obtaining heljiers 
while tla* situation became graver daily and only tin 
ending of hostilities has helped to indicate the 
-elution of their problem. 

For those who went tlieir positions await upon 
their return; though it is unlikely that any un- 
skilled surplus element can be absorbed. The turf 
offers no great field of lalior for matured men who 
lack knowledge of the whims and care of the thor- 
oughbred. That is gained only through lifelong 
association with the horse — and it is the only de- 
partment of the great snort which offers a ligiti- 
mate future to men who eventually supply from 
their ranks the many highly salaried trainers of 
• the world. 

The lightweight boy always will have his oppor- 
tunity to learn the business through an apprentice- 
ship, but for men it offers little. 

During the spring of 1918 h young trainer-owner, 
who had formerly ridden successfully, visited his 
stable one morning to be informed by his three 
rubbers that they were joining the colors within 
the week. After an hour’s deliberation he decided 
to sell his five horses at a sacrifice, adopted a 
banana and water diet in order to make the in- 
creased weight qualification the navy demauded. 
and within three days was accepted by that de- 
partment. . . . 

A well-known trainer was recently queried about 
bis experience with the labor problem. He said: 
Tve suffered for the last rwo years, and am 

compelled to admit that sometimes my horses 
haven’t had the proper care because of lack of inen. 
I’ve done more hard work during that time than 1 
thought I was doing when a boy apprentice. I’ve 
found many muscles I’ve been doubtful of the 
i Misses* ion of for the last ten years; but I finally 
relief in sight. Last week I heard of the 
honorable discharge of one of my former rubbers, 
a negro. He was mustered out at New* York, ami 
after sending about ten telegraph messages I lo- 
cated him. He’s due tomorrow, to receive $30 per 
month, found and transportation. He’s worth it; 
a capable man. I wish I could get three more like 
him to help me win some more race* than I have 
been doing. I need to do that under existing 

conditions. In m.v capacity as a public trainer 

I never experienced much difioulty up until 1913 
in securing all ihe men I needed, and the only 

consideration that ever worried me was the develop- 
ment. of likely youngsters. Today such inen and 
l*oy» us I’m fortunate enough to get are being 
paid 100 per cent more, and I’m compelled to I 
pay $9 to $10 for their board, a* against the old '

E. M. Weld’s stable won $12,330 in 1917 and $12.-30 in 191X, so there was no great difference be- 
tween liis stable returns for the tw*o years. His excellent steeplechaser St. Charlcote was the mainstay 
of the stable. Another good jumper. The Brook, also rendering good service and finishing second to St. 
Charlcote in money won. This gelding was acquired by the stable too late in the year to do much for it. 
Being, as steeplechasing goes, a young horse, he should be even better in 1919 than he was in 1918, when 
he was about the best steeplechaser of the year. If lie does turn out to lie the champion it will not be 
the first time Mr. Weld has possessed such a treasure, his Weldsbip filling that position several years 
for him. although showing plainly in 1918 that he had fallen from his former high estate. The two two- 
year-olds in the stable did not do great things in racing, but each of them won enough money to help 
pay its way, the stable record for the year being:

WEST VIRGINIA MIGHT PROVIDE RACING GREAT STEEPLECHASER DISCOVERED 

Legislation Sought for a State Commission and to Champion Hurdle Racer Waterbed Proves Himself 
Legalize Pari-Mutuel Betting. Eligible to Liverpool Grand National Consideration. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. February 3.— Word comes 
from West Virginia that a bill has already been 
introdueed in the legislature, or is to be introduced 
shortly, legalizing horse racing with mutuel betting 
and making a penalty of $100 a day for the crime 
of wliat is termed linokmaking. Fn*m what can 
be learned there appears to lie little opposition to 
such a bill in West Virginia. In fact, it is said 
that favorable legislation is sure to pass when the 
time comes for action. According to report the 
proposed measure provides for a State Racing Com- 
mission and flic season extends from April 1 to 
lb* finber 1. tin* commission to serve for four years, 
with a remuneration of $3 per day. 

Efforts have been made before to pass a bill 
in West Virginia, but there was always some ob- 
jection owing to political differences which placed 
obstacles in its way. Under intelligent government 
horse racing in West Virginia would In* of great 
benefit to the turf and breeding industries. Race 
courses would be built in or near the larger cities and 
meetings of short duration held, which would provide 
for the cbenner class of horses as well as encourage 
the local farmers and others to enter breeding. 
With racing in West Virginia it would be within 
range of Pittsburgh, as well as introducing the 
sport to Wheeling, a city with a population large 
enough to support a meeting of a w*eek or two 
during the spring and fall months. 



RACING RECORD OF OLD HOWDY HOWDY 

Old Howdy Howdy, which was destroyed last 
week at Lexington after breaking a leg. the re- 
sult of being kicked while in a blacksmith shop 
waiting to be shod, was a high-class selling plater 
that saw ten yekrs < f service on the track, during 
which time lie started in 141 races, winning 
thirty-eight and $15,938 in purses. He formerly 
raced for W. Woodard, then passed into the posses- 
sion of Gallaher Bros., for whom he proved a 
useful racing tool. Ixist year Gallaher Bros., realiz- 
ing that Howdy Howdy’s racing days w*ere over, 
presented him to Sewell B. Combs, who used him 
as a buggy horse. The jiedigree and racing record 
of the old gelding, who was a grandson of the 
great Ormonde, are as follows:

BUTWELL EXPECTS TO RIDE THIS YEAR 

NEW YORK, X. Y.. February 3.— James But well 
the well-known jockey, is now in Baltimore, having 
gone there to get himself in condition for riding 
as soon as the season opens in this section. For the 
past year Butwell has been doing army stunts and. 
according to his own statements, his exjieriences 
have di ne him a world of good, especially in the 
way of health. From now on Butwell will start 
condition work by doing morning exercises around 
Pimlico and the Gentleman’s Driving Park, which 
is adjacent to the old Pimlico track. There are 
scores of horses which have to be up and doing 
these days in Maryland, the season being so mild 
trainers are beginning their labors early so as to 
have their charges fit by the opening, which is 
scheduled for April 1 or thereabouts. When But- 
well is in his best condition lie is a good rider, com- 
parable with some of the leaders and, being u free 
lance at the present time, it is presumed his serv- 
ices will be required by owners who have ,not a 
regular stable jockey. Army work may have fulled 
the edge of Butwell. but if he gets back to his 
best riding form be can tie classed with such riders 
as Robinson, Eusor, Lyke and Knapp. 



$5 rate of 1916, according to tlie territory we 
travel. Saddles which then cost me $20 are priced 
at $50 todav. The advance of liniment, such as 
alcohol, arnica, etc., has been correspondingly great, 
so has the cost of woolen blankets, bandages and 
surcingles; in fact, all stable equipment, as buckets, 
forks smd brooms. Hay in 1913 averaged me $19 
per ton; the present price is $45. Straw* then was 
$12.50; today an inferior grade costs $23. Oats 
wer*» forty -two cents: now I’m paying $1.05 for a 
quality not so good. Railroad shipments have prov- 
en disastrous to my purse with the increased express 
and passenger rates. 

“One of my several clients has been compelled to re- 
duce his racing stable because of the vastly increased 
income tax, which compels him to contribute the 
greater part of liis earnings to the government and 
which threatens to finally deprive him of his sole 
amusement and relaxation— racing. Personally m.v 
net profits are less than they were when I was 
racing for $200 purses in the west fifteen years 
ago. I’ve done my bit, not only in work, but in 
worry, and I don’t suppose I’ll cease worying until 
all my old boys and men are back with me again. 
I hope that day is near," lie sighed. 



The first racing of this year in England took 
place at Manchester January 1 and 2. the two days 
being devoted to steeplocliasing and hurdle racing 
under National Hunt rules. The attendance on both 
days was simply enormous. The two big races 
of the meeting were the Victory Steeplechase on 
the first day and the Victory Hurdle Race on the 
second. The steeplechase was endowed with $5,000 
and the hurdle race with $2,500 and each race was 
at two miles. The steeplechase was invested with 
added importance from the fact it was held to 
have a relation to the Liverpool Grand National 
steeplechase next March. Tin* favorites at 3 to 1 
each were Pollen. 158 pounds and Saneso. 150 pounds. 
Third choice at 4 1-2 to 1 was the great hurdle 
racer Waterbed, carying the top weight of 172 
pounds. This was correct picking, because in a 
great finish Waterbed won by a neck from Pollen, 
with Saneso a good third, eleven others starting. 
This performance was of such a striking character 
that “Vigilant” was moved to say in London 
Sportsman of the next day: 

“Just now Waterbed is the equine hero, and as 
a result of his fine performance at Manchester every- 
body is singing the praises of the grand son of 
Feather Bed. whose name, however, finds no place 
in the Stud Book. He first ran as Sir Peter Walk- 
er’s when starting favorite for the Manton Two- 
Year-Old Stakes at Newbury, but found one too 
many for him in Eager Eyes, which won easily. 
It may be assumed that he had been tried to go 
fast, but apparently never ran up to his form as a 
juvenile, for he disappointed on • several other 
occasions when much fancied. Waterbed did not 
run as a three -year -old, and reappeared as a hurd- 
ler In the following year, but without showing much 
promise until he broke the spell at Lingfield in 
March by winning the Gods tone maiden race, which 
he supplemented with another bracket shortly after- 
ward at Gatwick. having in the meantime been sold 
after the death ot Sir P. Walker for 180 guineas. 
There was nothing in these performances suggestive 
of great merit, nor did the horse accomplish any- 
thing out of the ordinary as a five-year-old. when 
lie won the Lingfield welter flat race, but after he 
had run away with the Reigate Hurdle Handicap ho 
did a series of good performances over hurdles 
under big weights. It was not until last year that 
he showed himself in the light of a champion 
hurdler, and sound judges began to compare him with 
celebrities of the past like Chandos. which in my 
opinion was the host hurdle racer I ever saw. 

GREAT IMPR0VEMFNT SHOWN. 

“At Gatwick in January Waterbed led off with a 
fine show in the Deepdeue hurdle race, and com- 
pleted a meritorious double by winning the Hever 
Handicap on the following day: but on the same 
course failed to concede twenty -one pounds to 
Saxon. These achievements were eclipsed at San- 
down when he romped up the hill an easy winner 
from Stainton and handsomely avenged himself on 
Saxon. This was universally accepted as one of the 
most impressive victories of recent times. There 
was no longer any question ns to which was cham- 
pion. but there were greater deeds to follow, and 
most of us stood spellbound when at Esher again, 
under the hunting burden of 180 pounds, the horse 
won Hu* Waterloo Hurdle Handicap, giving literally 
heaps of weight away to the opjHisition. It was 
an electrifying exhibition, which was greeted with 
tremendous cheers. Waterbed was subsequently 
pure bused on kelialf of Lt.-Uol. Busby Bird for 
2,000 pounds. to be delivered up by Mr. Bennett, 
for whom he hail done such yeoman service, after 
the Champion hurdle race at Gatwick. That event 
was reduced to a match, and there was heavy 
gambling between him and Seneschal, which re- 
ceived a stone and twelve lengths’ beating. It was 
by the adyice of Mr. Sievier that Col. Bird liought 
the horse, and considering his position iu the han- 
dicaps. his new owner seemed to have paid full 
value for this good horse and there was not much 
to hope for as a ’chaser on the flat. 

“The idea was. however, that Waterbed might 
prove as good over a country as over hurdles, and 
I fancy the Grand National was the object in view. 
At the first time of asking Waterbed won the 
‘Victory’ Steeplechase, and no doubt recovered the 
purchase money with compound interest. I believe 
there was some trouble with Waterbed’s legs while 
being trained on the flat last back-end. but this 
has been overcome and he is apparently all right 
again. He Is a bold, natural fencer, and I should 
say a stayer, and although it was only by a neck 
that he won, I fancy he will be better yet, and 
Pollen will never again get as near to him at the 
weights. It was, in fact, a good performance on 
the part of the winner and suggestive of greater 
things to follow. To find a first-class steeplechaser 
at Newmarket again reminds one pleasantly of the 
good old times when Capt. Macliel was an enthusias- 
tic supporter of National Hunt racing, and Joseph 
Cannon. Marsh. Ryan and Jewitt had first -class 
steeplechasers and hurdle ra«*ers under their charge.”

Minute Man an Easy Winner in 
the Mud — Gallant Lad in 
Front — Track Talk. 



NEW ORLEANS. Li.. February 3. — After a forty - 
! eight-hour respite from rain a deluge again visited 
I Oie track and put the course and surroundings back 
to its muddy state and detracted front what other- 
wise would have been excellent racing. Because 
of tli^ changed going withdrawals from all the 
races were plentiful, forty -one of the original 
eighty -five carded lieing absentees. There was 
no reduction in attendance, despite the threatening 
weather, and ring activity was up to former big 
standards. 

The mile and seventy yards $1,000 purse easily 
1 featured the program, and it resulted in an easy 
victory for the overwhelming favorite Slippery 
Elm, which led from the start and won in a canter 
from Sands of Pleasure, with Buford following. The 
finish for second place in this was a close one. 
ami with any sort of good riding Waukeag might 
have given the winner an argument and been sec- 
ond sure. 

W. C. Clancy’s Minute Man opened the afternoon 
proceedings by winning the opener, in which some 
highly regarded juveniles made the contest, includ- 
ing Attn. Boy II. and the first timer Friz, which 
had lx*en showing sensationally in 1 rials. The trio 
always hnd the race between them, with the win- 
ner drawing out decisively iu the last eighth. 
Friz’ effort was a good one. 

Gallant l*ad ran us if he outclassed his oppo- 
nents in the second race, and drew out in the 
stretch to win easily from Blaise and Tom Goose. 

Discussion and Hidden Jewel, which had absorbed 
the most attention in the third race, were downed 
easily by Silvery Light and War Mask. 

There were only three starters in the fifth race, 
and Queen Apple, racing in her best style, had no 
difficulty leading lottery to the finish, with Orderly 
following. 

W. H. Buckner had to be much the best in the 
sixth to take the long route he did and win from 
Cracow, with Brown Favorite landing third. 

Dolinn. despite showing decided lameness, had lit- 
tle difficulty in leading those that started in the 
closing raee to the finish, Regreso just outstaying 
the suddenly improved Kebo for third place. 

Russell Gardner, brother of Governor Gardner of 
Missouri, was among the visitors and will take in 
the racing during his stay here. 

Jockey J. Rodriguez was suspended for four days 
by the starter while astride Bondage in the fourth 
race for misbehavior at the post. 

John Madigin. president of the Niagara Jockey 
Club, who has been confined to his room with ill- 
ness. lias fully recovered and was at the track. 

Jockey Sneidman was an absentee from the saddle 
on account of illness. 

KENTUCKY WANTS STARTER DADE. 

Starter A. B. Dade today received a letter from 
Thomas A. Combs stating that acting for Senator 
•T. X. Camden, E. R. Bradley and associates he had 
signed a contract for the purchase of Latonia uad 
Douglas Park; also that the syndicate would pur- 
chase a controlling interest in the Churchill Downs 
and Lexington tracks. Mr. Combs also states that 
while he does not expect to be identified with the 
management in an official capacity, he is confident 
from expressions heard that Mr. Dade’s services as 
starrer will be desired. He expresses the hope 
that Mr. Dade makes no engagements that will 
prevent his acceptance of a tender from the officers 
of the new organization, which will doubtless be 
sent within the next week or ten days. Mr. Dade 
expressed his willingness last Saturday to again 
serve on the Kentucky tracks. 

T. J. Pemlergast. owner of Brownie McDawell 
and other horses, left tonight for his home in Kan- 
sas City and will not return for the rest of the 
meeting. His horses are in charge of L. Cohen. 

Jockey It. Simpson, who left the employ of his 
contract employer. Will Perkins, lias repented of 
his action and has returned to the service of Per- 
kins. who gave him the mount on Friz in today’s 
opening race. 

While being exercised this morning Grayson ran 
away and collided with the outer rail, receiving 
slight iujuries. He was excused from starting 
in ilie fourth race. 

Pat Dunne has acquired from E. W. Fox the 
plater Semper Stalwart for a private considera- 
tion. Mr. Fox has turned Jason over to W. M. 
Cain to be trained. 

The track officials are trying to locate relatives 
of J. H. Potts, an aged stable hand, who is in a 
local hospital in a serious condition. 

Mr. Mclennan also requests horsemen who in- 
tend racing at the Bowie track to send in their 
applications without delay to Richard Pending at 
the Bowie track. The meeting there will com- 
mence April 1 and seven races will be given daily. 
There will be three races of the value of $700, the 
same number at $800 and one at $1,000. 

Dolina, winner of the closing racy, was claimed 
by Crist & Buckley for $1,100. The claimants were 
represented by Kilmer.

BOB WHITE, AMERICA’S OWN 



No Game Bird Has So Wide a Range 
of Habitation. 



Tests Both Sagacity of Dog and Eye 
and Nerve of Han- 



oi all the game birds of America, none is so en 
deared to t lie lover of country life or better appreci 
ated by the sportsman than little Bob White. He 
may be found from southern Maine and Canada to 
the Gulf, and froiu the Atlantic to the high central 
plains, and he is known by various names. In 
the north and east he is called quail; in the south 
and west he is partridge; while everywhere he is 
known as Bob White. Let ns then call him as he 
calls himself, and we will not be berated for our 
ignorance of natural history. 

Observation of the habits of this gallant and 
affectionate bird has showu that he is naturally 
a monogamist. He selects his mate and makes hi 
courtship in the spring, soon after the snow and 
frost have gone, when the willows have turned 
yellow and the frogs are piping in the marshes. In 
the month of May they build their simple nest 
formed of a slight depression in the ground, lined 
with soft leaves and dried grasses. This nest may 
be found under a tussock of grass, beneath a small 
busli. in the brier -grown corner of a worm -fence, 
at the foot of an old stump, alongside a log, or 
often in the open fields of wheat or clover. The 
nest is sometimes closed above with stubble mingled 
with the grass tussock or briers, and provided with 
a side entrance; but the nest is as often found open 
above as closed. 

In this nest the hen -bird lays from one dozen 
to two dozen eggs of a pure, brilliant white. While 
the hen is laying, and during the time of nesting, 
the cock is the happiest of husbands. Filled with 
joy and pride, he sits on the low bough of a neigh 
boring tree, or perches on the fence rail quite near 
his spouse, whom lie never wearies of telling that 
he is “Bob White — your Bob White” in such 
brilliant, happy voice that the farmer stops liis 
work and the children leave their play to listen to 
him, and are happier for having heard him. 

In from three to four weeks the little downy 
young leave the egg. and even with pieces of egg 
shell yet sticking on their backs they go off with 
their parents to be taught to search for food. They 
feed on the seeds of various grasses, weeds, and 
cereals, and on berries; and they return a hundred- 
fold the bounty of their landlord by destroying for 
his benefit not only countless numbers of destrue 
tive insects, but quantities of weed seed, one or 
two gills of which the adult birds can stow away 
in their little crops during a. day’s feeding. Old 
birds and young form one happy family, the young 
remaining with tiieir parents until the following 
spring, in the pairing season, when the old ties 
are severed. 

BOB WHITE SCHOOLS WING SHOT. 

Bob White schools the wing shot as severely as 
the wily trout tries the angler. Like the trout, he 
has habits which wo must be acquainted with in 
order to find him, and when found we ourselves 
may be found— wanting. It requires much experi- 
ence to be able to divine the whereabouts of Bob 
White. If the weather be fair, start early, for the 
birds will be on their feeding grounds at sunrise 
and will be found in the fields of stubble, or in the 
midst of the ragweed, and along the brier-fringed 
ditches; and do not forget the tield of buckwheat, 
for they are especially fond of it. About ten or 
eleven they will cease feeding and will seek the 
sunny side of some covert near a stream, where they 
will quench their thirst after their morning meal. 
Here they dust and preen themselves, and take 
their noonday siesta. The birds will generally re- 
main here till three or four iiours after midday, 
and. closely huddled as they are, they are difficult 
for the dog to find. 

The sportsman, if wise, will now follow the example 
of the birds, and seeking the quiet of some sheltered 
sunny nook, will take his ldnch and rest himself 
aud his dogs. How well we remember that pleasant 
springside. with the dogs stretched before us to 
catch the warm rays of t lie sun, their eyes furtively 
claming at us. waiting for their share of the 
lunch; the fragrant cigar, the pleasant jokes at our 
bad shots and untimely tumble, the generous ad- 
miration of our (*01110001008’ skill, and talk about 
the wonderful working of the dogs. 

If the weather is dry, do not seek the birds in 
the uplands, for Bob White, though no hydropath - 
ist, likes the vicinity of water. But if your hunt 
occurs after a rainy spell, go to the upland stubble- 
fields, ami work your dogs along the border of the 
sunniest and driest of the coverts. 

If it is windy and cold the birds will be found 
in covert along the sunny lee slopes of the valleys, 
in the tall ragweed and briers of the hollows, and 
on the sunny borders of the woods and hedge -rows. 
They’ will not now lie well to the dog. and when 
flushed will go like bullets into the deepest thickets. 
Should you hope to prevent this by getting them 
in between you and the dogs, you may often be 
mistaken, for in all likelihood they will spring over 
your head like sparks from under a blacksmith's 
hammer. Shooting is now difficult, for you will 
htVB 1<> turn rapidly on your hNl as tlio bird |iasN-> 
over you, and drop your line of sight upon him 
while iie is only momentarily in sight. 

If you had a fair day yesterday, but after a long 
spell of wet weather, and you returned home last 
night in a clear, cold, quiet air, you may expect to 
see the sunshine of tomorrow sparkling in the hoar- 
frost which covers the ground and all the herbage. 
Tarry at home till the sun has nearly melted the 
ice off the meadows, for you will get nothing but 
wet legs by tramping the fields while the ground 
is iced and while the birds are yet huddled and have 
not spread their scent. Some sportsmen suppose 
that Bob White has the power of voluntarily re- 
taining his scent, and thus in time of ’danger eludes 
the dogs. But it is more probable that when 
couching with their wings closely pressed against 
their bodies so as to squeeze themselves into the 
smallest compass, this act, no doubt, causes a 
diminution in the emission of their effluvia. 

DOGS NEED TO RANGE WIDELY. 

When the dogs are seeking the coveys let them 
range widely. When they stand the covey do not 
xliaust yourself with haste in reaching them, hut 
approach leisurely and quietly. When the covey 
springs be quick, but steady, and do not fire 
until you are sure of your aim. Remember that 
your left arm aud w r rist that direct your 
gun; so grasp it well forward on the fore-eud, and 
not near the breech, as some do. You will thus 
lie able to give your gun that quick and firm mo- 
tion which is indispensable to skill in “snap- 
shooting”; and all shooting at Bob White is of that 
kind. 

To become a successful shot at Bob White the 
sportsman should bear in mind that Bob, immedi- 
ately after he has sprung, flies with a velocity 
which probably exceeds that of any other bird; aud 
also that, unless fairly hit, he can carry off a num- 
lw*r of jM-llets. Bob Whife is a tough aud hardy 
little fellow, and the true sportsman, always a 
humane man, will remember this and endeavor to 
kill him outright. Often a bird will fly two or 
three hundred yards, though mortally wounded. 

It is the duty of all sportsmen carefully to watch 
the Flight of birds lie has shot at, and hi» experi- 
ence «»f tin.* nature of their flight will tell him if 
the bird has been struck. If lie concludes that 

he has been, then it is his bounden duty to bring 
that bird to bag, and that right quickly. 

Rules for shooting are of value and directions 
founded on theory" may serve to inform the begin- 
ner why he misses, and thus show him the way 
to improvement in his marksmanship; but no matter 
how well we may know how the shooting should 
be done, to do it is an art wdiich can be attained 
only by the assiduous cultivation and development 
of * certain peculiar natural gifts. This takes 
practice and patience. . 

The l»oginner who. out of three shots, can bring 
one Boli White to bag need not 1m* discouraged or 
ashamed; with sufficient practice he may one day 
kill one out of two birds shot at. The sportsman 
who takes his chances in the open and in covert 
on all birds which offer a probability of success 
to liis skill, and who. the season through, brings 
his bag three out of five birds fired at, is an 
accomplished sportsman. If he can make three 
successful shots out of four, lie is a phenomenal 
marksman. 

The best wing shot I ever hunted with has writ- 
ten for me the following statement, which coming 
from a sportsman who lias had unusual opportu- 
nities in hunting Bob White in North Carolina, 
annot fail to be of interest to all sportsmen: 

“I find, on referring to my record containing 
the number of birds killed, that the average is hut 
tilth* over tlir**e birds brought to bag from each 
>voy flushed. When it is remembered that the 
usual number of birds found in a covey runs from 
II t«> eighteen, it will give some idea of the diffi- 
itllics to In* overcome, and the large proportion of 
birds that escape even with good shooting, as the 
same record shows that seventy -three out of every 
hundred birds shot at were brought to bug. This 
record, extending over four year* aud ruuning up

into the thousands of birds * killed, gives reliable 
data to base calculations upon.” 

The shooting of Bob White demands such quick 
aetion in handling the gun and such long tramps 
to discover his. retreats, that light guns are in 
order. A pound more in weight will be felt in the 
afternoon of a long day’s hunt, and the rapidity 
and ease with which a light and short gun can lx* 
handled makes it efficient in snap-shooting in cov- 
ert. A twelve-guage seven-pound gun, of twenty- 
eight inch barrels, carrying one ounce No. 8 shot 
and tUree drums of powder, or a sixteen-guuge of 
six pounds’ weight and twenty-six inch barrels, 
charged with seven-eighths of an ounce of shot and 
two and three-quarters drum of jsiwder, is to iny 
liking. It may also be said that the easy handling 
little twenty -guuge with its slim, graceful tubes 
and its three-quarters of an ounce No. 8 shot pro- 
pelled by two and one-quarter drums of one of the 
nitro powders is becoming more ami more popular 
among good sportsmen who are devoted to this most 
enjoyable of field sports. 

If after a' day of successful shooting over a con- 
isdernblc- area, the sportsman will count the num- 
ber of cock and hen birds which have fallen to his 
aim. he will find the former always outnumbering 
the latter. The exact ratio I do not know. I have 
but once separated them; then, in a bag of forty. I 
found twenty-four cocks to sixteen liens, Ayhieh 
ratio may be average. 

The average weight of Bob White varies con- 
siderably with the nature of his feeding ground, 
the weqther preceding the tiipe when he is shot and 
the age of thV bird. probably six and three- 
quarters ounces is a fair average weight. In south- 
ern Maryland I have shot a few cock birds which 
weighed eight and one-quarter ounces, and one 
even as high in weight as eight and three -quarters 
ounces. Fifty birds shot in the middle of North 
Carolina last December averaged seven ounces. Those 
birds were corks and liens, old and young, just 
as they came to bug. 

Bob White is sometimes partly migratory in his 



habits. It is said that he has “a running season” 
in October, when joining a pack, he leaves the region 
of his birth and travels on foot in a southerly ami 
easterly direction till he reaches the borders of 
streams uml bays, where he may remain till No- 
vein)»er. when lie returns to his former haunts. 
These pilgrimages are particularly annoying to field 
trial associations, who sometimes find their care- 
fully protected preserves bare of birds upon the eve 
of some important rare, but whether these move- 
ments take place in response to some instinct or as 
a result of changes in food or climatic conditions 
lias never been decided. That they do take place, 
however, all agree, and during his travels it would 
be useless to hunt him. for lie then runs with great 
rupidty before the dog. and will not take wing. 

Tlie energetic Bob White, if protected by the en- 
forcement of judicious game laws, will thrive in 
eiiltivutcd lands, though civilization rob them of 
their natural feeding grounds, and will coutiuue to 
test tin* gamecruft and markmanship of future gen- 
erations. He is destined to remain tlie game bird 
of America, ami lie is worthy of it. for there is none 
that has such extended range in his feeding grounds 
and coverts. — Forest and Stream.
